2014, and succeeding fiscal years, the department46

of human services shall calculate a Medicaid offset47

amount for each county for the fiscal year. The48

department shall adopt rules in consultation with49

the county finance committee and the Iowa state50
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association of counties specifying the information to1

be used in calculating a Medicaid offset amount. The2

information used shall only include but is not limited3

to identification of specific services and supports4

that would otherwise be payable by the county for5

persons eligible under a county’s approved service6

management plan but are instead paid by the actual7

amounts expended from the county’s services fund for8

services and supports provided to individuals who9

enrolled in the Iowa health and wellness plan during10

that fiscal year. For purposes of calculating the11

offset amount, it shall be assumed the expenditures12

for the same services and supports under the plan are13

no more than the amount expended by the county for14

those services and supports in that fiscal year. The15

initial offset amount calculated for a county shall be16

subject to submitted by October 15 for review, prior17

to its certification, by the auditor of that county or18

subject to independent audit state and by the fiscal19

agent for the region to which the county belongs.20

The results of the review shall be submitted to the21

department by December 1. The Medicaid offset amounts22

amount calculated by the department for a county for23

a fiscal year are is not official until certified by24

the director of human services and submitted to the25

governor and general assembly by October 15 immediately26

January 1 following the end of the fiscal year for27

which the offset amounts were calculated.28

c. The Medicaid offset amounts certified for each29

county by the director of human services for the fiscal30

year beginning July 1, 2013, shall be annualized by31

doubling the amounts. For the fiscal year beginning32

July 1, 2014, a county shall repay the state from any33

equalization payment due the county for the fiscal34

year, eighty percent of the county’s annualized35

Medicaid offset amount for the fiscal year beginning36

July 1, 2013. To the extent a county’s repayment37

obligation for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014,38

exceeds the amount of any equalization payment due the39

county for the fiscal year, the county shall, for the40

following fiscal year, reduce the dollar amount of41

the county’s services fund levy by the amount of the42

excess.43

d. c. For the fiscal year beginning July 1,44

2015, and succeeding fiscal years, a county shall45

repay the state from any equalization payment due46

the county for the fiscal year, eighty percent of47

the county’s Medicaid offset amount certified for48

the previous fiscal year. To the extent a county’s49

repayment obligation for a fiscal year exceeds the50
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amount of any equalization payment due the county for1

that fiscal year, the county shall, for the following2

fiscal year, reduce the dollar amount of the county’s3

services fund levy by the amount of the excess. A4

county’s obligation for repayment of the offset amount5

calculated for the county shall be reduced as necessary6

to maintain, for the fiscal year of repayment or levy7

reduction, the county’s cash flow amount under section8

331.424A and the amounts necessary for the county’s9

share of services provided under the regional service10

system management plan approved for the fiscal year in11

accordance with section 331.393.12

e. d. A county’s repayment pursuant to this13

subsection shall be remitted on or before January14

February 1 of the fiscal year in which repayment is15

due and shall be credited to the property tax relief16

fund. Moneys credited to the property tax relief17

fund in accordance with this paragraph are subject to18

appropriation by the general assembly to support mental19

health and disability services administered by the20

regional system.>21

The department shall adopt rules pursuant to20

chapter 17A entitling psychologists who are licensed21

in the state where the services are provided and have22

a doctorate degree in psychology, have had at least23

two years of clinical experience in a recognized24

health setting, or have met the standards of a25

national register of health service providers in26

psychology, or who are licensed in accordance with27

section 154B.6, subsection 3, to payment for services28

provided to recipients of medical assistance, subject29

to limitations and exclusions the department finds30

necessary on the basis of federal laws and regulations31

and of funds available for the medical assistance32

program.33

Sec. ___. MEDICAL ASSISTANCE STATE PLAN ——34

PSYCHOLOGIST —— PROVISIONAL LICENSEE. The department35

of human services shall amend the medical assistance36

state plan to allow psychologists who hold a37

provisional license in accordance with section 154B.6,38

subsection 3, as enacted by 2014 Iowa Acts, House File39

2378, to be participating psychologists under the40

medical assistance program.>41
